Diak fired, explosion of emotion follows

GRANITE CITY — An emotional explo- 
sioin rocked the courtroom Monday night 
when the Board of Fire and Police Commis- 
sioners fired Patrolman George Diak Jr. 

The board reached its decision after’ more 

in. three hours of. testimony and about 15 
‘ninutes of deliberation. Board attorney Tom 
Hildebrand said it was" not a hard decision 
and more than bare facts” Were considered, 
‘but the board's choice -was dismissal. 

Angry shouting, running and slamming 
doors followed the announcement. 

“*You monsters!*’ a lady. screamed. 
“'you’ve ruined a young man's life and you 
don’t even know him.” 

Diak was suspended April 14 for allegedly 
making an on-duty, unauthorized trip to Jer- 
sey County, 30 miles outside city limits. 

City Attorney Mark Goldenberg said, and 
Police Chief Jim Lengyel testified, that 
Diak’s’ continued employment at the Police 
Department would have a severely adverse 
effect on discipline and morale. Lengyel 
referred to the department as a ‘‘semi-mili- 
tary organization’”’ and said discipline had to 
be maintained. 

Diak’s attorney, Gfeg Becker, said Len- 
gyel ran the department like a “para-mili- 


tary” operation, but department members 


are civilians and should not have to surren- 
der due process rights. 


Grafton Police Chief Gary Allen and Jer- 
sey County Deputies Kevin Allen and Martin 
Andrews testified they stopped Diak on April 
13 on the River Road about 1% miles outside 
Grafton. They testified that Diak told them

he was an on-duty Granite City policeman 
who was ‘“‘messing around"’ and had no iden- 
tification or driver license. 

Allen, the deputy who reported the inci- 
dent, said Diak was released after being pos- 
itively identified as a Granite City patrol- 
man. Both deputies testified that Diak told 
them it was a game to see how far he could 
get out of the city without being caught. 

Diak testified he was stopped near Graf- 
ton, but that he never said he was playing a 
game. 

Diak said an aunt’s recent death brought 
back memories of his father’s death when he 
was 18. He said it caused him to daydream 
often and made him unable to concentrate at 


work or in a computer class he was taking. 

“I had a lot on my mind ... I checked my 
businesses and I turned onto Route 3 and 
drove,”’ Diak said. ‘*... I lost track of time 
and distance. I didn’t realize where I was 
until I saw the sign with the population. I 
didn’t realize I had driven that far.’’ 

Granite City Lt. Dennis Chenault testified 
he had been in charge of the shift that hight 
and he had gotten a call from the Jersey 
County Sheriff dispatcher asking if a Diak 
worked for the department and also asking 
for a physical description. Chenault testified 
that when he radioed Diak and asked his 
position, Diak said he was at Route 3 and 
Route 143. 

Diak testified that when he gave that posi- 
tion he assumed Chenault already knew his 
actual location, but was embarrassed to 
announce the location over the air. 

Lengyel testified that neither he nor for- 
mer Police Chief Bob Astorian had heard 
Diak’s side of the story nor had either asked 
him to tell it. 

Diak testified he had asked to speak to 


“ Astorian, then chief, but the request was 


denied 
Diak’s attorney, Becker, told the board 
there was no excuse for Diak’s action, but he 
asked it to consider that Diak was denied 
“‘basic fairness’’ when he was not allowed to 
tell his side of the story to Astorian or Len- 
gyel prior to them recommending that he be 
fired.

Rawhide moments mark party’s time in Springfield

-SPRINGFIELD — At any moment it 
would have seemed natural for ‘‘“Rawhide’s” 
Rowdy Yates to gallop up with whip crack- 
ing to keep ‘‘them dogies rollin’.”” If it would 
have worked, he’d have been welcomed. 
During a 45-minute wait in a jumbled line 
stretched out under a hot sun Saturday, dele- 
Getes inched along the sidewalk and through 

doorways into Sangamon State Universi- 
ty where they split.into smaller lines for 
registration, and more waiting. 
The registration lines reversed the usual 
obder*of the state’s politics — downstate to 
the-left, Chicago and Cook County to the 
right. 

: Vendors inside made a few bucks with but- 
tens:depicting Massachusetts Gov. -Michael 
BuKakis and John Kennedy side by side, a 
gouple of delegates wore styrofoam ‘‘straw” 
hats_touting Jesse Jackson, and everyone 
tried talking louder than the speaker sys- 
tem the noise, the bodies pressed together 
ahd the heat brought to mind Dante’s ‘Infer- 
no. 

“Paul Bowler, a Democratic delegate from 
Granite City, like many others in line might 
father have been in a-birthday suit than the 
gne he wore that muggy morning, but he 
was a “party man” all the. way in summing 
up his views of the lines and organized pan- 
demonium. 

“They anticipated about 800 delegates, but 
more thah”2,000 ‘showed up ... f can under- 
stand (the problems),’’ he said. 





Bowler and fellow Granite Citians Mac 
Warfield and Bill Harrison, downstate’s 
Democratic second vice chairman, were 
intent on renewing acquaintances and finding 
the 21st Congressional District delegates 
seated in the auditorium. 

Several delegates took a glad hand from 
Bowler, a field representive for Illinois Trea- 
surer Jerry Cosentino. Harrison shook hands 


with state Sen. Ken Hall, East St. Louis, who _ 


represents the state’s 57th District, 

The day got under way with a speech from 
Cook County Circuit Court Clerk Aurelia 
Pucinski bringing the crowd clapping to its 
feet, and Mlinois Attorney General Neil Har- 
tigan roused party members with jackham- 
mer criticism aimed at Gov. James Thomp- 
son and George Bush, but the Rainbow Man, 
Jesse Jackson, stole the show. 

Jackson told the crowd the ‘‘gap between 
upstate and downstate must close’ for the 
party’s good, and the crowd loudly 
applauded that, but when he suggested being 
named the state’s favorite son — to ra- 
Phrase some of Jackson’s own rhetoric — 

the crowd ‘‘talked the talk but didn’t walk 
the walk."" 

Jackson had the delegtes with him when 
he spoke for party unity, and ‘again when he 
called for a moratorium on farm foreclo- 
sures caused by the drought. 

All bowed their heads in a Jackson-led 


prayer, to end the drought, but when the

Politics, the widespread ovations he'd been 
getting began to dwindle to his areas of

Pointed out of the open win- 


“I looked out the window, saw 
the gun aimed at me and saw 
the car passing. I braked and 
the shot went in front of my 
windshield,”” Rongey said. 

Rongey testified that she had 
gotten a ‘‘very good look” at the 
Passenger for about 10 seconds. 

Arnett’s attorney, John 
Rekowski, had Rongey demon- 
strate the time it took her to hit 
the brakes, after seeing the shot- 
gun, while he timed her. 

“Two seconds,’’ he said. 

Much of the cross-examination 
of Rongey and testimony of the 
first five defense witnesses cen- 
tered around the fact that Ron- 
gey never mentioned a mustache 
in her descriptions of the-man 
who shot at her, and that it was 
not considered when a composite 
drawing was made. 

John Arnett, Gene’s brother, 
and Vicki Cleveland, Gene's for- 
mer girlfriend, both testified 
that Gene had had a mustache 
at the time and that neither had 
ever seen him without a mus- 
tache. 

Houser testified he had been 
driving in the right lane on 
Interstate 55 when he saw a a 
ear and tractor-trailer truck in 
front of him. The. car, in the left 
lane, slowed quickly, he said. 

“As I passed I was reaching 
for a cigarette from the dash; I 
keep my cigarettes there. I 
noticed the vehicle was right 
next to me. The next thing I 
knew, the glass on the driver's 
side door exploded. 

“I was pushed back in my 
seat. I really didn’t know what 
happened, I pulled over on the 
right hand shoulder and turned 
the dome light on.

There were pieces of me 
scattered inside and I was bleed- 
ing from the chest,’’ Houser 
said. 

Houser said he used his coat 
to stop the bleeding and drove 
down the road shoulder. Eventu- 
ally, he exited at Troy and went 
into a truck stop for help. 

Rekowski, in cross-examina- 
tion, questioned inconsistencies 
in Houser's description of the 
car given to police Oct. 24 and 
the photos shown in court. Hous- 
er had described a 1974-77 Chev- 
rolet Monte Carlo, ‘‘puke green” 
in color with a landau top’— de- 
fined by Houser as a dark roof 
not covering the entire top of the .

Rep. Jim McPike gave Bethalto teachers a quick lesson in math 
and practical politits that left no hope for a tax increase for educa- 
tion before fall. 

“An income tax could be passed down the road sometime after the 
November election,” said McPike, D-Alton, who explained the num- 
bers game to teachers May 27. 

“My best guess is that it will be passed next May. It would have a 
better chance in December than now,”’ he added. 

McPike, House majority leader, attended at the request of Bethalto 
educators’ struggling with local taxes and budgets. The district has 
authorized sale of $500,000 in long-term bonds and is $600,000-in debt 
on tax receipts. The largely residential district depends on the state 
for 70 percent of its funding. 

Despite all the lobbying educators may do, McPike said, the votes 
don't add up for a tax increase and the leadership is not going to call 
a vote until they do.

All adults 20 years of age and 
over are encouraged to measure 
their cholesterol at least once 
every five years. The screenings 
being offered primarily do not 
require the person to fast and 
only require a finger stick for 

=the blood sample. 

» To interpret your cholesterol, 
compare the ranges established 
in the report: less than 200 mg/ 
dL — desirable blood cholester- 
ol; 200-239 mg/dL. — borderline 
high blood cholesterol; greater 
7than or equal to 240 mg/dL. - 
thigh plood £ cholesterol. 

For every 1 percent decrease 
in cholesterol below 200 there 
was found to be a 2 percent 
decrease in coronary heart 
attack rate. : 
¢ . Thus, a‘cholesterol of 150 
“greatly reduces one’s chance of 
-@ heart attack. In fact, a choles- 
terol of 150 reduces by 30 per- 
cent-one’s risk of death from 
-heart attack, whereas a choles-

The primary treatment for 
cholesterol values is 
diet. A definite decrease in calo- 
ries and fat is esséntial to lower 
cholesterol. 

In a fast-food, fast-paced soci- 
ety this is very difficult to 
accomplish: The American peo- 
ple .eat at fast-food restaurants 
20 percent for lunch, 13 percent 
for. supper, and 5 percent for 
breakfast. The advertisements 
on the radio have been pushing 
the ‘‘quick pancakes.’’ Perhaps 
we should be pushing the new 

‘microwave oatmeal’’ for break- 
fast. 

Most screenings have avail- 
able dietary tips and a regis- 
tered dietitian for consultation 
and interpreting of the results. 

As stated by Dr. William Cas- 
telli, the medical director of the 
Framingham Heart Study at a 
recent lipid program sponsored 
by. St. Louis University: ‘‘Most 
of us would primarily need to 
alter 10 recipes to lower our cho- 
lesterol. We eat the same things 
repetitively.’ 

Thus, another supplemental 
service needed for many of us as 
we learn we fall into the 200-239 
or higher cholesterol levels is to 
be taught dietary changes that 
we can concretely implement 
with minimal disruption of our 
life patterns. 

Castelli also recommended we 
keep the scales, not in the bath- 
room, but in the kitchen by the 
refrigerator.

ol, counseling on smoking as it 
accelerates heart disease risk, 
and/or explaining the relation- 
ships between the need for high 
density lipopreteins (HDL) and 
for a lowering of the low density 
lipoprotein (LDL). 

Additional factors that 
increase the. risk for heart dis 
ease-are also assessed in evalu- 
ating the significance of the cho- 
lesterol number. 

Some risks over which we 
have little to no control are: 
increasing age; male, family his- 
tory of coronary heart disease 
(CHD), CHD, gout, and diabetes 
Those risk factors for which we 
have more control are: smoking, 
overweight, nes blood pressure, 
increased cholesterol, and lack 
of physical activity 

When cholesterol screenings 
are done; the individuals within 
the 200-239 mg/dL and who have 
two or more risk factors, are 
referred to their physician for 
more in-depth lipoprotein analy- 
sis. 

For those same values, if the 
individual does not have coro- 
nary heart disease or two other 
risk factors, dietary information 
is given and a yearly recheck is 
recommended. 

As can be noted, the other risk 
factors significantly affect the 
importance of, and interpretation 
of, @ach person’s cholesterol 
reading. 

Drug therapy to lower choles- 
terol is the last choice of treat- 
ment, primarily because the 
medications have many side 
effects. 

Much recent—publicity--has 
been devoted to fish oil capsules 
in reducing cholesterol, and/or 
reducing heart risk. Be aware 
that the fish oil capsules have 
been found to increase the LDL 
(low density lipoprotein), the one 
that we need to decrease to 
reduce our risk for coronary 
heart disease. 

Studies are also showing the 
fish oil capsules causing malab- 
sorption of other drugs.

Apricot leads market parade 
of sun-ripened fresh fruits 


Now is the time to enjoy the 
long parade of fresh summer 
fruits. 

One of them that moves by the 
fastest is the apricot. Grown pri- 
marily in California, this lus- 
‘ious fruit can bring a taste of 
the summer sun thousands of 
miles away. Apricots are fragile 
fruits and must be given the 
utmost care in shipping and han- 
dling, so they must be chosen 
carefully. 

Apricots are an excellent 
source of beta-carotene, a form 
of vitamin A, as well as vitamin 
C. While they taste sinfully 
Sweet, three apricots contain 
only about 50 calories. 


Apricots are at their. peak in 
June. Look for plump 4ruit with 
an apricot scent and as much 
golden color as possible. Soft 
ripe apricots have the best fla- 
vor, but must be used immedi 
ately. Avoid pale yellow or 
greenish-yellow fruit, or those 
that are very firm, shriveled or 
bruised. 

=If apricots are not fully ripe, 
Group them loosely in a closed 
paper bag at room temperature 
and check them daily. When 
they give to gentle pressure, 
they are ripe and should be used 
promptly or refrigerated and 
eaten within two days 

Apricots can be enjoyed plain 
of prepared in a variety of 
ways. Serve slices on cereal or 

neakes, or add apricots to 
cuit, fish or chicken salad. They. 
aré delicious stewed or=in des- 
serts from pies to sherbet 

Both apricots and broccoli add 
beta-carotene to this main-dish 
salad.

Avoid going on a diet, just to 
“fall off a diet. Frequent dieting 

wean. slow a body's metabolism, 
which may lead to weight gain 
or an inability to lose weight 
Scientific studies suggest that 
when a person strictly limits the 
amount of food eaten, the body 
adjusts to the limited calorie 
intake. Once a person resumes 
eating more calories, the body 
continues to function at the low. 
er calorie level, using the food 
less efficiently. In other words, 
the extra calories are stored and 
eventually converted to fat tis- 
sue. 

Beware of programs that 
flaunt special food combinations. 
Food-combining theories have 
been around a long time and 
never “have been shown to pro- 
mote weight loss, The only 
exceptions are those programs 
that also happen to promote

The reducing process has two 
phases. The first involves losing 
the excess weight; the second is 
maintaining the loss. For best 
results, a person must plan to 
make permanent lifestyle 
changes before beginning the 
first weight-loss phase 
Short-term dietary changes are 
not the answer. Quick weight 
loss is generally recovered just 
as quickiy once an individual 
returns to old habits. 

The best weight loss programs 
emphasize slow weight. loss and 
should not promise a_ loss 
exceeding 2 pounds weekly. Dai- 
ly caloric intake should be at 
Teast 1,200 calories per day, com- 
posed of nutritious foods such.as 
fruits, vegetables, whole ‘ains, 
lean meats, poultry, fish and 
low-fat dairy products. The meal 
pattern must fit the lifestyle. 
Allowances should be made and 
advice given for people who are 
not expert vooks or live. hectic 
lives. Finally, the program 
should interweave exercise into 
lifestyle changes.
